Weser —We hear that preparations are making for celebrating the 
obsequies of ihis great musician, in a style suitable to his genius, and 
commensurate with the interest felt by the profession in the irrepa- 
rable loss it has just sustained. A committee has been formed, con- 
sisting of eminent musical professors, to determine on the most im- 
pressive manner of conductiag that solemnity, and to form a centre of 
communication with the rest of their brethren and the musical world in 
general, who may fee! disposed to give their assistance. Weber died 
a catholic, and the funeral rites will, therefore, be performed accord- 
ing to the ceremonial of that persuasion His remains are to be con- 
signed to the Catholic Chapel of Moorfields, and it is intended that the 
Requi-m of Mozart shall be performed by the most eminent professors 
now in London, both vocal and instrumental ; the professional assist- 
ance will not, indeed, be confined to the metropolis, for as all the de- 
tails of the ceremony cannot be adjusted before the end of the next week 
there will be ample time for musician’ from every part of England to 
offer their support. There is one circumstance connected with the se- 
lection of Mozart’s Requiem, for this performance, which gives it. a 
very solemn interest ; there is a resemblance in the fate as in the ge- 
nins of these great musicians, Mozart having died at the age of 36, 
and Weber at the age of 39, while the dissolution of both appears to 
have been hastened by a morhid temperament, brought on by the ex- 
citement of composition ; Mozart’s Requiem was his last work, com- 
posed on his death bed, and played at his own funeral ; and it is ad- 
mitted to be the finest specimen of musical composition, applicable to 
the service of the Catholie religion. ‘The Chapel, it is said, will con- 
tain nearly 2000 persons, ‘The Funeral, it is expected, will take place 
on Friday the 14th instaut.
